@ America Named After Sailor 
FETE VESPUCCI BIRTH 


Today is the 487th anniversary of the 
birth of the man from whom America de 
rived its name, Amerigo Vespucci. 

Contrary to popular belief, Amerigo 
Vespucci never saw the mainland of what 
is now North America, and it is doubtful 
if he ever came to the new world at all. 


WAS NAVIGATOR 

He was an Italian navigator, merchant, 
and adventurer who left his native land 
in 1487 to try his fortune in Spain. Upon 
his arrival in Spain, King Ferdinand had 
just revoked Columbus’s monopolies on all 
the lands he had discovered. With this 
removal of restriction, many “free lance’ 
ships began to leave Spain for profiteering 
in the discovered territory. 

Vespucci claimed that he sailed with one 
of these ‘‘free lances,” in fact, he claims 
that he made three voyages to the ne 
world, but historians have never been able 
to substantiate these statements. 


WROTE LETTERS 

But Amerigo wrote letters to one of his 
friends in Italy, Lorenzo di Medici who 
published a book Mundus Novus in nine 
editions, 
America because of Amerigo’s asserted 
claims. However, in 1507, Alexander von 
Humbolt, historian, proved that Amerigo 
Vespucci had no part in the discovery 0 
America. . 

According to Vespucci’s assertions in his 
letters, he was on the mainland of America 
eight days before John Cabot came to the 
coast of Newfoundland in 1497. This as- 
sertion has also been proven false because 
of the many differences which exist be- 
tween the original letters Amerigo Ves- 
pucci wrote to di Medici and those which 
have been preserved. 


LAND PRESERVES NAME 

Therefore it was later that the land we 
now know as America was named after 
this Italian because of his claims that he 
sailed to the coast of the continent with 
leas: adventurers.—HAROLD BAR- 
RET 
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
